The American report shaws that Car- 
ranza troops not only joined in the at- 
tack upon 
the 
little 
detachment of 
Americans, but followed them several 
miles as they withdrew to avoid a clash. 
The majority of the Mexicans killed are 
reported by Gen. Pershing to have been 
Carranza soldiers, one of whom was an 
officer. 


Seek Further Detail. 


It was indictaed at the state depart- 
ment that 
further details 
would

sought froqi American officers before a 
reply would be sent to Gen. Carranza. 
Secretary Lansing planned originally to 
deal with the Parral incident as a sep- 
arate question and not in the reply to 
the note suggesting the recall of the 
American expedition. 


The reply to the Carranza proposal 
for withdrawal was still in preparation 
today. 
It will outline the terms under 
which the United States will discuss tlit 
withdrawal of its forces and imtil re- 
port of Villa's death has been confirmed 
no change in the program will be made.

Secretarj-^ Baker today received a dis- 
patch from Naco saying that Gen: Villa 
was last seen heading in the direction 
of the place where reports yesterday 
said he was buried.

might be true. The dispatch was imme- 
diately sent to President Wilson.

• iSharp criticism of the Allen county jail in the latest report of 
the board of state charities is neither novel nor unexpected. 
We 


I 


have been accustomed to that sort of thing for a number of years, 
aiid we are frank enough to admit that it is fully deserved. None 
better than the local authorities realize the fact that the antiquated 
barracks which has served Allen county as a jail for a good many 
years is a miserable institution and so utterly hopeless that the ex- 
penditure of any considerable sum in an attempt to improve it 
would be sheer folly. The old structure is long past improvement. 


Allen CQunty, too, has given some consideration to the question 
of building a new jail. Indeed, if we mistake not, a start was at one 
timé'made toward the accum\ilation of a fund to that en,d. But 
. other undertakings deemed of even -more importance have claimed 
botEvat^ntion and money. The new county farm, the anti-tubercu- 
losis-camp, highway improvement apid other matters aré being 
ried forward and the county jail, bad' as it is, is being made to -do 
service a while longer. Allen county will get to that presently, and 
, ^ will take care of the problem in creditable fashion. 


> So much for the physical conditions at the jail which cannpt be 
remedied by anything short of an entirely new building. The other 
mitstanding phase of the board's criticism—the food supplied to the 
prisoners—^is-,-however, a matter which need not await the'county's 
financial convenience for correction. 
Secretary Butler points ^out 
that the sheriff received in fees and for boarding prisoners a fotal 
of $11,221.69 during the past year, says that according to his informa- 
tion the morning and evening meals served the prisoners are inade- 
quate, and the board recommends better food. It is not to be ex- 
ipected that upon the fee of 40 cents a day which he is allo\Ved for 
- feeding each prisoner the sheriff can load the tables with delicacies, 
nor is it desirable that he do so. It is equally improbable that any 
sort of menu would completely satisfy Sheriff Gladieux's motley 
collection of star boarders. Some of them would complain, in any 
event. But the sheriff should be able to provide a bill of fare for his 
charges that would pass muster with the board of state charities. 
He can at least put himself in position to escape criticism for that 
portion of the jail administration for which he and not the county 
- is responsible.

^ Way of Construction 
of CanaL 


Washington, April 17.—In the report 
of the army engineers on the Toledo, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago barge canal 
filed last week with the chief engineer 
here the northern route is recommended 
for the reason that there are fewer dif- 
ficulties 
in the way of actual consti-uc 
tion. • The eastern section of the pro- 
posed waterway is taken care of by^the 
canalization of the Maumee river 
be- 
tween Fort Wlayne and Toledo. 


The report was submitted by Maj. P. 
S. Bond, CoL W, V. Jiidson and Col. 
John Millis, of tlfe army corps. 
All 
agree that from an engineering point of 
view the canal can be built, but ^lajor 
Bond and Colonel Judson contend that 
the amount of business available would 
not justify the expenditure 
of 
$148,- 
000,000, which it is estimated the canal 
will cost. 


A minority report was submitted by 
Col. Millis in which he declares that the 
proposed 
waterway 
would 
more 
than 
justify the cost. 
The engineers recoin 
mend that in the event the canal is 
constructed it should be 
twelve 
f a t 
deep, with eighteen-foot overhead clear- 
ance and a width over all of 110 feet. 
This would take care of vessels 300 feet 
long with a 42-foot beam.

However that 
may be, no one will deny that thus far one 
' of the results appears to be that the worst in 
human nature has been broug-ht out. Two year's 
afro had some Cassandra predicted the present 
•warfare she would have been laughed at, and 
had she predicted some of the practices that 
have attended it. it would have but gone 
to 
prove that her first prediction was wrong. 


In the smug complacency with which 
the 
world regarded its progress along all lines of 
culture and civilization, there was no room for 
a doubt that perhaps civizilation was but a 
thin veneer on the real nature of mankind. 
But in the light of many of the events of the 
past eighteen months, there are persons who 
make that claim; that mankind is Just as it 
always was, that now, as in the stone age. might 
rules right, and that civilization is but a cloak 
to hide the murderous nature of man.

But it must not be forgotten that the actual 
warfare is not confined to civilized 
Europe. 
If, in the centers of civilization, women an i 
Children are ruthlessly 
slaughtered, 
what is 
happening in those distant parts of the world 
where ignorant savages—ignorant savages de- 
«pite the fact that they are the subjects of some 
of the great civilized powers—battle under the 
banners of their white masters? 


Dr. Ltfiurent I. C. Glament, an American phy- 
sician, 
has just 
returned 
from the 
Belgian 
Congo, where lie served as a physician with 
the Belgian troops there. 
He is one authority 
who states that cannibalism is practiced by 
the savage troops on both sides. 
"It would be 
i.lmost hopeless to try to stop the practice," 
he explairil. 
"For the natives are losing tlielr 
respect for the white men. 
They see us killins 
each other, a thing we tried to stop them from 
loing formerly, and they .say we are no differ- 
mt from them. 
Accordingly, when they want 
to eat their enemies we cannot argue with 
Ihem." 


There has come to these shores the storjt,.oI 
Capt. Herman Krause, an officer in chai-ge ot 
a detachment of native troops and a company 
of German infantry in German West Africa, 
which would tend to prove the truth of the 
reports of cannibalism. 


It was on the borderland between the Bel- 
giah Congo and German West Africa, and in 
the early days of the war there were frequent 
clashes between the native troops of each coun- 
try. 
The natives knew that the white men 
had told them that it was wrong to light. Mis- 
sionaries had told them the same thing, and 


yet the white man had fought them to con- 
quer tlicni, and now it would appear that the 
white' men were 
fighting 
among themselves. 
All of which was rather hard for a savage to 
figure 
out. 
So they just 
went ahead 
and 
fought. It was like the good old days before 
the white men had come. There was battle and 
blood, and after the battle they ate of the flesh 
of their enemies, and all the strength of their 
eaten enemies went into their own bodies. 


Their white pfflcers soon found they could 
not control the savages in this respect," and BO, 
after the battle, the officers would quietly have 
business elsewhere while the savages enjoyed 
their feast. 
, 


Throughout South Africa the Germans lost 
many of their most prized possesgions, either 
to the British or to the Belgians. Belgium al- 
ways kept a large force of troops In "its col- 


onies. 
They had need* to, for who has not 
read of the Belgian atrocities in the Congo? 
But along in West Africa tlie natives remained 
loyal to the Germans, and with their help and 
tlje German troops wno were stationed there 
the Germans held on to a considerable strip 
of country. 


T^ice a little station which Krause com- 
manded had been attacked by native troops 
under Belgian officers, and both timea^ they had 
been beaten off. Outside the inclosure, beyond 
the brush huts occupied by the natives, trenche.s 
had been dug and machine guns stationed and 
ihe Belgian force had been unable to get past 
these. And on both occasions, as soon as the 
battle was over and the Belgian forces had 
retreated, Krause had hurriedly withdrawn his 
men into the inclosure and fastened the hteav^ 
gates and forbade anyone going outside. For 


he knew what was happentng there. 


Far into the night he heard" the beating Oi 
the drums and the weird song of the savages 
and he knew they were feasting on the bodies 
of their enemies.

"What is it?" said his wife, Anna, on the 
first occasion.

"They are celebrating," he merely rehiarked. 
The next time she asked no questions. 
^ She was a pretty young woman froni Berlin. 
. They had/been married eight • years and the 
greater part of the time he had been stationed 
at Potsdam. Then, just before the outbreak of 
the war, he had been sent to South Africa 
and with him he took his wife and their little 
Gretchen. 


To Anna it was horrible. There was t)o white 
woman 
within fifty miles, with 
whom 
she 
could associate. 
There were several married 


Gretchen, but she was never more allowed in 
the native village. 


And then one night there came the sound of 
wild war cries and of guns and then the rat- 
tling of the machine guns. 
The Belgian sav- 
ages were making another attack oh the sta- 
tion. All througii the ne.xt day it raged. Krause 
and his company of Germans were outside the 
inclosure directing the defense, and finally, late 
In the following afternoon, the foe was driven 
off. 


There were some white officers among them, 
but the mass of the attacking force was com- 
posed of savages. 
As the -attackers 
slowly 
drew oif a number of the 
defenders 
sprang 
from the trenches and pursued them. 
Then the 
Belgian force turned 
upon them and 
drove 
them back to their very trenches, and, after 
seizing a dozen prisoners, agrain retr^-atA. The 
German savages remained in their 
trenches. 
They dared not go out again. 
The attacking 
force was superior to their own, and while, 
with the aid of their machine guns, they could 
beat them off, they did not dare venture out- 
side. 


But Krause hated to see any of his own sav- 
ages captured by the attackers. He knew what 
their fate would be. 
Quickly he sprang from 
the trenches and ordered out a'couple of com- 
panies of the natives. 
They were brave. They 
did not hesitate and he even had to order more 
of them back. 


Quickly he took up the pursuit in the dense 
forest, through a sort of roadway 'he Belgian 
savages had made. 
A half miie away 
they 
came in sight of the retreating foe. 
Krause's 
savages opened fire on the others. 
The latter 
did not pause, merely a few returning the fire. 
On and on Krause and his command pursued, 
and then suddenly they were encompassed on 
ail sides. In their retreat the Belgians had laid 
a trap for any possible pursuers, and at the 
sides of the path had stationed forces which 
quickly overcome the pursuers. 


Many of these were killed and others escaped, 
but Krause and a dozen of his brave negro 
iroops were captured. 
And quickly the savages 
hastened on .their way. 


There were white officers, Belgians, in com- 
mand of the negroes, but Krause linew they 
could no nothing for him. 
He knew, further- 
more, that they ddre not try. If they had their 
own savages would have turned on them, and 
•o he resigned himseff to his fate. 


For several hours they journeyed through the 
forest and then baited for the night, after plac- 
ing a strong guard against any possible surprise 
on the part of the German troops. 


Krause knew, as did the-Belgian officers, that 
there was no hope of rescue.' The defenders of 
the station could not hope to cope with the at- 
tacking force In open ba'ttle. 
They dare not 
sally forth to rescue their leader, and so Krause 
resigned himself to his fate. ' All night he lay 
near a Are, with hands and feet tied, and si- 
lently prayed for his wife and little daughter 
and that they might return safely to the dear 
fatherland. And further on the Belgian officers, 
with white faces, talked of the utter impossi- 
bility of rescuing him from the fate which they 
'knew awaited' him on the niorrow. 


It was a two days' march to the Belgian ter-

"Tile Terror of the Trenches," answered Wil- 
helm, in the same tone. "He has the eye o£ a 
hawk, lie can tell when anyone sights along a 
rifle -tarrel, and Instantly lie fires. One woul<l 
not think there was room for a bullet to come 
through tiie hole in the shield where the rille 
points out. But he knows there Is, and he al- 
ways finds It."

"I have heard of him," returned the ofllcer, 
calmiy. "It was he who got poor Vogt yester- 
day. tihot hiua througla the- eye as Vogt sighted 
•long his riflo barrel."

For the French aharpnhooter v/ae known for 
hniles along tho lino of tronchefl. No German had 
ever acen him. No one had ever caught a glimpeo 
of him, but he was known ub the Terror of tho 
TrenGhes, and there was but ono of hla kind. No 
Other oye save hla could pierce the steel shields 
and know when a Gorman had raised hlmselt 
above tho trench and wae peering along his ri- 
fle barrel. And no otjier one aavo him could lire 


^ irom behind a French Mhleld and nine times out 
fef ten send a bullet alongalde the rille barrel be- 
hind the German »hleld and into the brain of tho 
tnan who sighted the rifle. 


A 
thousand OermanB knew him, and each 
longed to fire tho bullet which would put him 
out of commission. 


But no ono had ever been ablii to glimpse him. 
When he was reported In a certain trench tho 
tierman» opposite would keep up a steady rille 
fire at the small steel shields which protected 
the marksmen In the trenches. And frequently 
the artillery, iar In the rear, would be notified, 
•tid there would be sent Instructions to center 
the fire on this trench. But all of no avail, for 
the Terror stiU kept on his way, and scarce a 
day passed but what some aerman fell a prey 
to his keen eye «jid wonderful sklU with the 
rlffe. 


Wilhfelra Mueller was a trench fl^hter. For 
nearly a ytaar now he had been In France, far 
op near the Belyfuin border. 
Twice he had 
been wounded ftnd onCt> be 'Was (n the hospital 
dx week« with a wound in tb« bead, caused by 
i^apneL 
Tbr«« time« he had befen home on 
leaves of nbtmee, 
for the fcateer b«tl«ves in 
scndlnit hi» tocn fcoto* on ircqttent visit«, 
H« 
knows It is a spur to. their, patriotism. He knows 
with What miOe the a^ed mother and the sis- 
ters and the younger brothers look on the «ol- 
Aicr and bow Interested ar«, all the nelshbon 


and - how they all help 
visit a pleasant one. 


And 
the 
aoldier goes 
back 
to the 
dreary 
trench fighting, feeling that If he dies It will 
be for the fatherland, and that his sacrifice 
will be remembered and that the home folks, 
alwaj's will remember him as a hero and the 
neighbors will speak of him as one who gave 
his life for his country. 


These visits home aro a great Incentive to the 
soldier, and the kaiser knows this; hence the 
frequent leaves of absence he allows his sol- 
diers. 


Wilhelm remained in the trenches six hours 
cut of the twenty-four. His regiment was sta- 
tioned in the ban-acks miles behind the trenches 
and far back of the artillery, and here he re- 
mained the other eighteen hours of the day. 
Bleeping eight of them and then engaging In 
play and games and, writing letters and reading 
others. Such was his daily life. When he left the 
barracks he never knew whether he would re- 
turn or not. At first this was mther an uncanny 
feeling, but in a few v/eeks he got over this and 
thought nothing of it. One gets used to any- 
thing. If not. one would go insane. 


But to get back to-the Terror of the Trenches. 
It was just about daVk when the artillery In the 
rear of the German trenches began a bombard- 
ment of the French lines. 


A quick order was Issued along the German 
line. The bombardment waa to be brief and then 
there would be a charge. Every one was to be 
prepared. 
When the heavy utiUery had ceased 
the order would Immediately be Issued, and 
there was to be no hesitation. , ' 


Some of the men were equipped with hand 
grcnadek These wtre to go in front, and, after 
they had thrown their grenadM into; tli« «neiny' 
trench, the line behind them, armed with bayo- ' 
nets, was to seize the trencl^ 


And then the curtain of flra fell. ttefpr« ^tbe 
French trenches. It was audden. Wilhelm d^mly . 
sensed that the huse suns had be¿n trained 
rareCuIly for sonte time on this spot, ao that all 


couTfl open fire at once. Many of the men in tho 
first line of the enemy trench would be unable 
t« make their way back through the zigzag un- 
derground passages to the seconci and, third 
lines, ànd would have to hide in the burrows in 
the sidçB Qf the trenches to escape the shower 
of bursting shell and shrapnel, 


Now It was just a moment before this Are 
.opened that Wllhelm knew that the Terror was 
behind the shield directly opposite him, and he 
was almost certain that the sharpshooter had 
been compelled to seek shelter in one of the lit- 
tle burrows in the side of the trenches: that he 
liad iMt had time to rc^trcat to the rear trençhesf; 
and he waited with the feeling that somewhere 
close'behind teat àWeld h© would find,^a dead 
body or some onë crouched In a burlaw. 
. Cautiously he raised a periçcope and peered 
iowiwd the other trenches. A hundred search- 
Ushts were centered on' tÀe line frpm'thé: Ger- 
man side and the kaiser's artillery had a'pei^ect ' 
ranse. ' 


"A curtain of fire." How often have you read 
of it in ofhcial dispatches. But there are no 
"words forcible enough to exactlyTdescrlb® this 
shower of burstlng'shell and shrapnel. 


The bombardment lasted hardly ten minutes, 
and then' tho French' artillery took up the chal- 
lenge and opened, flre^on the German lines of 
trenches. And instantly the German artillery 
ceased and the o^-der was siven to charge the 
French line of trenches. 


Out from behind their shields the Germans 
burst, the front line carrying hand grenades and 
those íolio^iñg v m ^ with bayonets. fVoiii the 
second line' of'French trenches Are was opened 
on the ádvancing Germans, but there was no 
. defense offered 
,that Arst line. In fact, the 
'soldier with^the hand'grenade, he who'was'supt 
ported by Wllhelm with, his bayonet, after peer- 
ing in the. first tránch. leaped over it and con- 
tinued toward V the second line. A half dosen ' 
-Frenchmen raised their heads from the ztgsag 
connecting Vpasáage, and as the German threw 


his grenade they opened fire and he fell, 
•«ut as Wllhelm paused at that Hrst line, with 
his bayonet held In position, he saw a slight 
figure emerge from a burrow, a mere pocket In 
the front wall of the. trench. Just beneath tho 
shield 
from which the 
dreaded 
sharpshooter 
had been operating when the curtain of «re had 
descended. 


The German thrust forward his bayonet, but 
before it found Its mark he quickly Jerked ft 
back, threw It on the ground and, leaning over, 
seized the French soldier by the collar of his 
coat. 


The sharpshooter struggled to free himself, 
but with the first Jerk his rifle was knocked otit 
of his hand and he was helpless. He raised hla 
hands and tore at the strong hand that 
slowly dragging him out of the trench, but in 
vain. 
He reached up and fiercely strtick Wll- 
hllm in the face with his clenched handsi/but 
slowly and carefully he was drawn out of the 
trench'toto the open. 


About tills struggling pair were hundreds of 
men fighting with cold stfel. but Wllhelm heedf, 
ed them nqt ' Once he had his captor' on the 
ground he 8elx«d him by both hands, gave a 
sudden twist and threw him over his back, 
then, bending over, h« seised his bayonet. Just 
as- a trumpet sounded-a retreat. 


The Qermans 
had selced 
the first line ot 
troches, but ther could not hold Ity A swarm- 
ing mass oir 
Frenchmen 
were fighting them' 
fiercely^ . Machln& guns were pouring a deadly 


hail of fire from behind the shields of the M«> 
ond line, and quickly the kaiser's soldiers turneé 
back toward their ov.'n trenches. 
Their places 
had been taken by others during the chargSb 
and 'Wilhelm, with his struggling captive on his 
tack, jumped into a trench, threw down his 
rifle, and, still 
carrying 
his 
prize, hastened 
through the trenches to the rear. 


With the Germans safe in their own trenches, 
at least that part of them -who returned safely 
from the charge, their artillery once more let 
fall a curtain of fire before the French trenches 
to check any counter charge on the part of the 
enemy. 


Back of the second line of trenches Wilhelm 
halted in a subterranean room, the headquar- 
ters of the ofilcers who had charge of the first 
line of trenches, and here he gently placed his 
captive on his feet, and, holding him by .on« 
hand, led him forward to ^ e lieutenant wltll- 
whom ho had talked that afternoon. 


"What Is this?" Inquired the officer gravely. 
'' "It is the Terror of the Trenches," said Wil- 
helm, briefly, as he drew himself up and t sa^ 
luted his superior. , 


Quickly the lieutenant turned toward the prt»> 
oner, a small, slight figure, almost a lad.

We Have Soldiers and We 


Would Fight, Asserts 


Official* 


Sharp criticism o£ the Allen county jail in the latest report of 


the board of state charities is neither novel nor unexpected. We 
have been accustomed to that sort oi: thing for a number of. years, 
and we are frank enough to admit that it is fully deserved. None 
better than the local authorities realize the fact that the antiquated 
barracks which has served Allen county as a jail for a good many 
years is a miserable institution and so utterly hopeless that the ex- 
penditure of any considerable sum in an attempt to improve it 
would be sheer folly. The old structure is long past improvement. 


'•:,. Allen county, too, has given some consideration to the question 
of building a new jail. Indeed, if we mistake not, a start was at one 
time made toward the accumulation of a fund to that end. But 
other undertakings deemed of even more importance have claimed 
both;-attention and money. The new county farm, the anti-tubercu- 
losis-camp,-highway improvement and other matters are being car- 
/ 
Tied forward and the county jail, bad as it is, is being made to do 


'i 
service a while longer. Allen county will get to that presently, and 
will take care of the problem in creditable fashion. 


So much for the physical conditions at the jail which cannot be 


remedied by anything short of an entirely new building. The other 
outstanding phase of the board's criticism—the food supplied to the 
prisoners—is, however, a matter which need not await the county's 


i. 
iinancial convenience for correction. 
Secretary Butler points out 


that the sheriff received in fees and for boarding prisoners a total 


I 
of $11,221.69 during the past year, says that according to his informa- 
tion, the morning and evening meals served the prisoners are inade- 
quate, and the board recommends better food. It is not to be ex-

pected that upon the fee of 40 cents a day which he is allowed for

feeding each prisoner the sheriff can load the tables with delicacies, 
nor is.it desirable that he do so. It is equally improbable that any 
sort >of menu would completely satisfy Sheriff Gladieux's motley

No one had over caught a. glimpse 
of him, but ho was known n» tho Terror of tho 
Treneh9Sj and there wns but one of hia kind, is'o 
other oyo save his could pierce tho steel shields 
and know when » Gorman had railed hlmaeir 
Obove tho trench and was peering along his ri- 
fle barrel. And no gther one save him could tlra 
frem behind ft Fronch Bhiold and nine times out 
Of ten send a bullet alongside tho rltle barrel be- 
hind the German shlsld and Into the brain of thu 
toan whe sighted ti5« rifle. 


A thousand Germans knew him, and each 


longed to fire tha bullet which would put him 
out of commission. ._ 


But no ono hnd ever boon ablo to glimpse him. 


When h» wa» reported In a certain trench tho 
German* oppo»«to -would keep up a. steady ride 
Bro at tho email Steel shield* which protected 
th9 marksmen In the trenches. And frequently 
tho urttHery, far to the rear, would be notified, 
and there would be lent Instructions to center 
the fire on this trench. But all of no avail, for 
the Terror still kept on his w=.", and scarce a 
day passed but What some German felt a prey 
to his kctn eye imd wonderful sidll with the 
rifle.

And the" soldier goes back to the drearj 


trench fighting, feeling that If he dies it will 
bo for the fatherland, and that his sacrifice 
will bo remembered and that the home folks 
always will remember him as a hero and the 
neighbors' will spealt o' him as one who gave 
his life for his country. 


These visits home are a great incentive to the 


soldier, and the kaiser knows this; hence the 
frequent leaves of absence he allows his sol- 
diers,

'Wilhelm remained }n the trenches six hours 


cut or the twer.ty-rour. His regiment was star 
tioned in the barracks miles behind the trenches 
and far back of the artillery, and here ha re- 
mained the other eighteen hours of the day. 
Bleeping eight of them and then engaging in 
play and games and writing letters and reading 
others. Such was his dally life. When he left the 


^barracks he never knew whether he would re- 


turn or not At first this was rather an uncanny 
feeling, but in a few v,;eeks he got over this and 
thought nothing of it. One gets used to any- 
thing, if not. one would go Insane. 


But to get back to the Terror of the Trenches. 


It was just about dark when the artillery in tho 
rear of the German trenches began a bombard- 
ment of the Preach lines. 


A quick order was issued along the German 


line. The bombardment was to be brief and then 
there would be a charge..' Every one -was to b* 
prepared. When tho heavy artillery had cease,! 
the order would immediately be Issued, and 
there was to be no hesitation. 


Some of the men were equipped with hand 


grenades. These wtrc.to go in front, and, after 
they had thrown their grenades into the enemy 
trench, the !«c behind them, armed with bayo- 
ncti. TTSE to zcb* the trench. 


And then Use curtain of fire fen bstorc the 


French trenches. It was sudden, vrtlhelm dlml; 
sensed that the huge pins had been trained 
carefully for some Ume OB this spot, so that an 


could open fire at once. Many of the men in thu 
first line of the enemy trench would be unable 
to make their way back through the zigzag un- 
derground, passages to the second and third 
lines, and would have to hide in the burrows in 
the sides of the trenches to escape tho shower 
of bursting shell and shrapnel.

lenge and opened fire on thy Ucrman lines of 
trenches. And Instantly the German nrt'.liery 
ceased nnd the order was given to charge the 
French line of trenches. 


Out from behind their shields the Germans 


imrst. the front line carrying hand grenades and 
those following armed with bayonets. From tho 
second line of French trenches fire was opened 
nn the advancing Germans, but there was no 
defense offered i» that first line. In fact, tha 
r.oMie* with the hand grenade, he who wss sup- 
ported hy Wilhelm with his bayonet, after peer- 
!n;: in the first trench, leaped over It and con- 
tinued toward the second line. A half dozen 
I'rcnchrocn raised their heads from tho xfgzas 
connecting passage, and as the German threw 


his grenade they ui>encd flre and he fell. 


But as Wilhelm paused at that llrst line, frith 


his bayonet held in position, he saw a sllsht 
figure emerge from a burrow, a mere pocket In 
the front wall of the trench, Just beneath tho 
shield from which the dreaded sharpshooter 
had been operating when the eurtain of tire had 
descended.

The German thrust forward his bayonet.'cut 


tefore it found its mark he quickly jerked it 
back, threw it on the ground and. leaning over, 
seized tho French soldier by the collar of his 
coat. 
• The sharpshooter struggled to free himself, 
but with the first jerk his rille was knocked out 
of his hand and he was helpless. He raised his 
hands and tore at the strong hand that wai 
slowly dragging him out of the trench, but in 
vain. He reached up and fiercely struck Wi|. 
hllm in the face with his clenched hands, but 
slowly and carefully he was drawn out of ths 
trench Into tho open. 


About this struggling pair were nitnrtrods of 


men fighting with cold steel, but Wilhelm heed- 
ed them not. Once he had his captor on the 
ground he seized him by both hands, cave a 
sudden twist and threw him over his back, 
then, bending over, he seized his bayonet, just 
as a~trun-,pet so«nd»d a retreat. 
'The Germans had seized 
tlic iirst line ot 


trenches, but they could not hold it, A swarm- 
ing mass of 
Frenchmen were Sighting them 


fiercely. Machine guns were pouring a deadly

hail been taken l>y others during the chant, 
and Wilhelm, with his struggling captive on his 
tack, jumped into a trench, threw down his 
rille. and, still 
carrying 
his prize, hasten»d 


through the trenches to the rear. 


With the Germans safe In their own trenche», 


at least that part of them who returned safely 
from tho charge, their artillery once more let 
fail a. curtain of lire before the French trenches 
to check any counter charge on the part of tha 
enemy. 


Back of the second line of trenches Wilhelm 


halted in a subterranean room, the headquar- 
ters of the ollicers who had charge ot the first 
line of trenches, and here he gently placed hie 
captive on his feet, and. holding him by one 
hand. led him forward to tho lieutenant wltU 
whom he had talked that afternoon. 


"What is thisv inquired the oiliccr gravely. 
"It is the Terror of the Trenches," said Wil- 


helm, briefly, as he drew himself up and sa- 
luted his superior.

Freush uhleld tnd nine times out 
of ten send a bullst alongside the title barrel be- 
hind tho German shield nnd Into the brain of tha 
toan -who sighted ti3» rifle. 


A thousand Qannana knew him, and each 


longed to fire tho bullet which would put him 
eut of commission.

But no wo had over been nblo to glimpse him. 


When ho was reported In a certain trench tho 
German* oppo«lto would keep up a steady rifle 
fire at th« small, xteel shield* which protected 
the marksmen In the trenches. And frequently 
tho artillery, far in the rear, would be notiaed, 
and there would be lent Instructions to center 
the fire on this trench. But all of no avail for 
the Terror »lltt kept on hi* way, and scarce a 
Cay passed but What some German fell a prey 
to his ke*n eye mod wonderful *klU with the 
rifle. 


WUhelm Mueller was a trench fighter. For 


nearly a year now he had btcn In France, far 
OD tear the Belifiujn border.

K» 
fccow* ft Is a spur to their patriotlsrr.- He knows 
with what prMe the aged reottcr and the sis- 
ters and the younger Urottcrs look on the sol- 
tier and how Interested sre oil the neighbors 


and how they all help 
visit a pleasant one. 


And the"" soldier goes back to the dreary 


trench fighting, feeling that If he dies It will 
be for the fatherland, and that his sacrifice 
will be remembered • and that the home folks 
always will remambor him as a hero and the 
neighbors will speak o£ him as one who gavs 
his life for his country. 


These visits home are a great incentive to the 


soldier, and' the kaiser knows this; hence the 
frequent leaves of absence he allows his sol- 
diers. 


"Wilhelm remained _in the trenches six hours 


cut of the twenty-rour. His regiment was star 
tioned in the barracks miles behind the trenches 
and far back of the artillery, and here he re- 
mained the other eighteen hours of the day. 
sleeping eight of them and then engaging in 
play and games and writing letters and reading 
others. Such was his dally life. When he left the 


v barracks he never knew whether he would re- 
'turn or not. At Jlrst this was rather an uncanny 
feeling, but in a few v^ecks he sot over this and 
thought nothing of It. One gets used to any- 
thing. If not, one would go Insane. 


But to get back to the Terror of tho Trenches. 


It was just about dark when the artillery in tho 
rear of the German trenches began a bombard- 
ment of the French lines. 


A quick order was issued along the German 


line. The bombardment was to be brief and then 
there would be a charge.' Every one was to be 
prepared. When the heavy artillery had ceased 
the order would immediately be Usued, and 
there was to be no hesitation. 


Borne of the men were equipped with hand 


grenades. These wtre.to go in front, and, after 
they had thrown their grenades into the enemy 
trench, the Itae behind them, armed with bayo- 
nets, was to seise the trench, 


And then tnc curtain of fire fcB bjtor* the 


French trenches. It was sadden. Wflhelra dimly 
sensed that the bcgc gras had been trained 
caretuD-y for some time on this spot, so that all 


could open fire at once. Many of the men in tin) 
first line of the enemy trench would be unable 
t» make their way back through the zigzag un- 
derground passages to the second and third 
lines, and would have to hide in the burrows in 
the sides of the trenches to escape tho shower 
of bursting shell and shrapnel. 


Now it was just a moment before this Ere 


opened that Wilhelm knew that the Terror was 
behind the shield directly opposite him. and he 
•was almost certain that the sharpshooter had 
been compelled to seek shelter in one of the lit- 
tle burrows in the side of the trenches: that h= 
had not had time to retreat to the rear trenches;

lenge and opened lire 0:1 the Gorman lines of 
trenches. And InySanlly the German artillery 
ceased and the on.lcr was given to charge the 
Trench line of trenches. 


Out from behind their shields the Germans 


Irjrs!, the front line carrying hand grenades and 
those following arm^d with bayonets. From the 
Ferond line of French trenches fire was opened 
on the advancing (Jcrmans. hat there was ni 
defense ottered in ;hat first line. In fact, the 
soldier with the hand grenade, he who was stip- 
I-ortcd by Wilholtn with his bayonet, after peer- 
ins in the first trench, leaped over It and con- 
tinued toward the second line. A half dozen 
Frenchmen raised their bends from the zigzac 
connecting passage, and as the German threw 


his grenade they opened flre and he fell. 


But as Wllhelm paused at that first line, with 


his bayonet held in position, he saw a slight 
figure emerge from a burrow, a mere pocket In 
the front wall of the trench, just beneath tho 
shield from which the dreaded sharpshooter 
had been operating when the curtain of lire had 
descended. 
, ' 


The German thrust forward his bayonet.5 but 


fcafora It found its mark he quickly jerked It 
back, threw it on the ground and. leaning over, 
seized the French soldier by the collar of his 
coat. 
• Tho sharpshooter struggled to free himself, 
but with the first jerk his rifle was knocked o:it 
of his hand and he was helpless. He raised his 
hands and tore at the strong hand that wai 
slowly dragging him out of the trench, but in 
vain. He reached up and fiercely struck \V11- 
hllm In the faco with his clenched hands, but 
slowly and carefully he was drawn out of the 
trench into tho open. 


About this struggling pair were nunrtrcds of 


men fighting with cold steel, but Wilhelm hood- 
ed them not- Once he had his captor on the 
ground he seized him by both hands, gave a 
sudden twist and threw him over his back. 
then._ bending over, he seized his bayonet, just 
as a'trumpet sounded a retreat. 
'The Germans had seized the Hrst line pt 
trenches, but they could not hold it. A swarm- 
ing mass of Frenchmen 
were 'ishtlnp them 


fiercely. Machine guns were pouring a deadly 


hall of fire from behind the shields of the 
ond line, and quickly the kaiser's soldiers turned 
back toward their own trenches. 
Their places 


had been taken by others during the chargt, 
and Wilhelm, with his struggling captive on his 
hack, jumped into a trench, threw down his . 
rifle, and, still carrying 
his prize, hastentd 


through the trenches to the rear. 


\Vlth the Germans safe In their own trenches, 


at least that part of them who returned safely 
Irom the charge, their Artillery once more let 
fail a curtain of lire before the French trenches 
to check any counter charge on the part of <hs 
enemy. 


Back of the second line of trenches Wilhelm 


halted in a subterranean room, the headquar- 
ters of the oilicers who had charge of the first 
line of trenches, and here he gently placed his 
captive on his feet. and. holding him by one 
hand, led him forward to tho lieutenant with 
whom he had talked that afternoon. 


"What is this?" Inquired the ofliccr gravely. 
"It Is the Terror of the Trenches." said Wil- 


helm, briefly, as he drew himself up and sa- 
iuted his superior. 


Quickly the lieutenant turned toward the pris- 


oner, a small, slight figure, almost a lad.
